All  the  public  supply  sources  are  outside  the  Urban  District. 

The  public  supply  was  unrestricted  throughout  the  year,  emergencies 

excepted,  when  parts  of  the  district  were  shut  off. 

Leicester  Corporation  is  responsible  for  the  water  supply. 

Over  of  the  houses  and  of  the  population  of  the  Urban  District  are 

supplied.  In  a  few  cases  the  water  is  not  laid  into  the  houses.  These  are 
mainly  in  an  area  scheduled  for  re-development.  There  are  no  public  stand¬ 
pipes  but  in  7  cases  taps  are  shared. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  is  less  than  0.2  p.p.m.  and  the  Council 
decided  at  its  meeting  on  17th  j-ipril,  19^3  that  no  objection  be  raised  to  any 
proposal  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  the  water  supply. 

Two  good  houses  with  satisfactory  piped  private  supplies  are  the  only  houses 
not  on  the  public  supply. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

No  extensions  to  sewers  have  been  made  except  for  private  housing  develop¬ 
ments  . 

There  were  at  the  end  of  1964  14  houses  not  connected  to  the  sewers  but 
these  are  mainly  in  isolated  parts,  including  4  farm  houses.  Only  one  was 
capable  of  connection  and  this  was  done  in  1963*  Extensive  enlargement  and 
modification  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  are  projected.  The  sewage  from  the 
villages  of  Barleythorpe  and  Egleton  is  now  dealt  with  here. 

Closet  Accommodation 

There  are  no  privies  and  only  one  chemical  closet.  There  is,  therefore, 
no  nightsoil  collection.

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Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  Disposal  is  by  tipping  in  a  disused  ironstone  quarry  six  miles  from 
the  town  between  Wing  and  Pilton.  The  last  ashpit  in  Oakham  was  abolished 
several  years  ago. 

The  Council  use  an  l8/22  Cubic  Yard  (compressing)  refuse  collection 
vehicle  acquired  late  in  I962. 

Smoke 

No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year.  There  are  now  no 
industrial  chimneys.

CONTROL  OF  RiTS 


The  Council,  in  conjunction  with  the  Rural  District  Councils  of  Oakham, 
Uppingham,  Ketton  and  Barnack,  employ  a  Pest  Control  Officer.  All  complaints 
were  promptly  dealt  with  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  little  evidence 
of  rats  in  the  town.  The  number  of  complaints  of  rats  was  rather  greater  than 
usual.  This  was  probably  due  to  new  developments  at  the  S.E.  end  of  the  town, 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 


No  cases  of  bed  bugs  came  to  notice. 

SV/IMMING  B,.THS  .aND  POOLS  OPEN  TO  THE  PUBLIC 


An  open  air  swimming  bath  owned  by  Oakham  School  Trustees  is  loaned  to  the 
Council  during  the  summer  holidays.  It  has  a  pressure  filter  and  chlorinator 
which  works  most  of  the  time  while  the  bath  is  in  public  use.  Seven  inspections 
were  made  during  the  season. 

A  modern  indoor  pool  at  the  Vale  of  Catmose  Village  College  is  made  available 
for  public  use.  Two  water  samples  were  taken,  one  from  shallow  end  and  one  from 
deep  end.  These  proved  satisfactory.

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food 

The  small  quantities  involved  were  disposed  of  at  the  refuse  tip. 

32  lbs.  canned  pork  and  ham,  mainly  Continental,  2  lbs.  ox  tongue  (ij.rgentine) 
and  7'i'  lbs.  fruits  were  voluntarily  surrendered  as  unfit. 

Food  Hygiene 

Food  premises  in  the  town  have  been  kept  under  observation  during  the  year. 
Advice  has  been  given  when  necessary,  and  there  have  been  no  special  difficulties. 

There  is  a  busy  street  market  on  V/ednesdays  and  Saturdays.  Some  of  the 
stalls  sell  vegetables,  fruit  and  other  foods.  It  has  rarely  been  found 
necessary  to  draw  attention  to  breaches  of  the  Regulations  and  the  stall  holders 
are  generally  ready  to  comply.

Two  cases  of  overcrowding  were  abated  during  the  year  involving  2  families  and 
16  persons.  No  cases  of  overcrov/ding  were  known  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  were  (at  31st  December,  1964)  I30  Oakham  applicants  for  Council  Houses. 
Twenty  of  these  were  sharing  houses  with  parents  or  others. 

Most  of  the  new  privately  built  houses  were  occupied  by  people  from  away. 
The  waiting  list  is  higher  than  for  some  years. 

There  is  also  a  demand  for  houses  from  people  outside  the  Urban  District, 
many  of  whom  work  in  the  town. 

At  the  end  of  1964  the  Council  owned  466  houses  and  flats,  ten  temporary 
bungalows  and  three  old  houses  acquired  in  William  Dalby  Street,  Westgate  Street 
and  Dean  Street.  Thus  30?^  of  the  houses  are  controlled  by  the  Council.  Three 
closed  houses  are  held  by  the  Council  for  demolition. 

All  the  Council’s  pre-war  houses  are  now  fitted  with  hot  water  systems  and 
washbasins . 

In  fifteen  cases,  houses  were  improved  with  Grant  Aid  under  the  Housing 

Acts. 

Grants  have  been  approved  in  6  other  cases. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  6  Council  flats  and  89  Private  dwellings  were  under 
construction.
